After ten months confinement to the 


bed, the result of a most cowardly assault, 
Mr. Edward Rogers, the well known labor 
ntan,ls able to be out again with the assis- 
tance of a pair of crutches. 


It will be some time yot before he will 


li« entirely recovered, so the ferocity of the 
assault may be Imagined. 


He was in court this morning to appear 
against the tbree men who are charged 
with having assaulted him. Two of them 
have pleaded guilty, and the third,Thomas 
Kelleber, who was arrested yesterday, 
pleaded not guilty. 


He is not over 20 years of age. 
The case wss tried and Mr. lingers testi- 
fied that on the afternoon of September 18, 
IM was standing on Applet on street in 
conversation with Thomas O'fioyle, when 
fire men pame along and pushed him off 
the 
sidewalk. He 
turned and asked 


them what they were trying to do, 
whereupon 
two 
of 
them 
turned 


and punched him, and later the three, one 
of the defendants punched him, knocking 
him to the ground and then kicked him In 
the face. The defendant in asking Mr. 
Rogers questions, partly Incrrmlnated him- 
self by saying that no one kicked him they 
only punched him. 


Dr. Gage testified to the extent of the 
Injuries which were serious. 
,Mr. O'fioyle and Oiflcer Walsh also tea- 
titled for the government. 


For the defence Kelleher had nothing; to 
say and the court sentenced him to the 
house of correction for one year, stating 
that such a sentence was warranted by the 
brutality of the offense. The sentence will 
go into effect upon the expiration of that 
which he is now serving for drunkenness. 
Joseph O'Brien and Thomas Dounelly 
the other two were each sentenced to the 
Boat* of Correction for one year for as- 
sault, and an additional four months in the 
Mime institution for drunkenness.

CITE CASKS OF DESTITUTION TO 


THE CHURCH LEAGUE. 


An Interesting Gathering and a Live* 


ly Debate. 


The Church League met in the board of 


trade rooms last evening. 


The purpose of the raveling was to re- 


ceive and act upon the report of the com- 
mittee.which inquired into the condition 
of the needy; anil also to act upon the sug. 
gestlon that a central bureau of relief be 
formed. 


The meeting was called to order by Pres. 


George A. Baichelder and Rev. Dr. Sey- 
mour invoked divine blessing. Rev. Mr. 
Mt-rriam sorved as secretary pro tern, until 
Kev Mr. Ttltou was unanimously elected. 
The latter not being present, 
Rev. Mr. 


Rabotcau wa.4 chosen secretary pro tem. 


Rev. Mr. Johnson said be bad received a 


call from Mrs. P. C. Clarke of Boston who 
represents a midnight mission for fallen 
women In Boston. She is here to visit 
the 
local 
clergy, 
and 
to 
try 
to institute such a mission here. Mr John- 
son suggested that the executive committee 
of the league consider the advisability of in- 
viting her to appear before the league aa 
soon as other matters are disposed of. 
The president then read a letter from 


Rev. J. O. Campbell tendering ills resigna- 
tion from the executive committee. 
The president then called for the report 


of the committee appointed to investigate 
the 
extent 
of 
destitution 
iu 


Lowell, 
and 
Mr. 
Mfrrlam, 
as 


chairman, submitted the following report: 


The day following the appointment of 


the committee, we placed a book in the 
Young Men's Christian association rooms 
to receive names of applicants for work and 
relief. The first day there were ten; the 
second day 60. Wo paid $J> to a young 
man recommended by Secretary Harlow to 
keep the records, but unfortunately he dis- 
appear»d, records and all, and has not yet 
retained, so I am unable to Rive the valu- 
able inlormation contained in that book 
Only a few of all who solicited aid were 
what might be termined unworthy. They 
were of the better class of wage earners. 
1 inquired among the leading industries 
of Lowell and was given a gteat deal of 
information which tended to show the 
spread of destitution and suffering. 
In the 


order of my inquiries the lit at mill owner 
said his mill was running shoit handed on 
half time, and he 
ventured 
to 
say 
that 
those 
who 
claimed 
to 
be 


running full time t«ll deliberate falsehoods, 
becond, the employes he is unable to fur- 
nish work for are suffering to a pinch. An- 
other, running full time, and tots of appli- 
cants for work. The next usually employed 
*5t>0, now 300, lots of applicants, the num- 
ber increasing largely the pasc two week.". 
Another said he had but six or eight ap- 
plicants daily but this was because it is 
generally known that no extra help is be- 
ing employed here. One mill has nearly 
1000 men about its gates every day, buttbe 
speaker quest loned the character of the 
men as a whole. 
Another who employs 


intelligent men is 800 short of full quota 
with iots of applicants 
One was running 


41 short of full force and on three quarters 
time, lots of applicants. Another one-half 
to three-quarter full force, five days a 
week and scores of applicants. Two others 
were running part force all the time, and 
one full force of 2100 all the time; all how- 
ever had lots of applicants. 


The evasive replies I received showed 


things to be worse than the mill men cared 
to admit. The conclusion readied as based 
upon our investigation is that the mills are 
only running on partial time with a partial 
force, aud that great numbers are out of 
work aud need assistance. 


T>eitltut« Women, 
, 


Miss Mudge of Y. W. C. A. tells me that 


her experience with destitute and needy 
women shows that there is great suffering 
among them. The; are unquestionably in 
a deplorable condition, and 1 dread to con- 
jecture the result if their condition is not 
soon improved. These are some of the in- 
dividual cases investigated by Miss Mudge. 


Young woman, 20 years of age, with tier 


mother dependent on her, earns but 22 
cents for a whole day's work. She is a 
worthy Christian girl and says it is Impos- 
sible for her to live at this rate. 


A young girl of 18 lias a mother and 
three little brothers dependant on her. 
Gets only $3 per week and this only pays 
for rent, fuel, food, &c. Goes into mill at 
7.30 and gets out at 4 p. in. Does not earn 
enough to exist. 
Young girl in family of ten says the older 


boys have no work; all that comes in is 
what the father earns. Anxious to get 
work to help out family. 
Young girl of family of ten; pays hoard 


for herself and three younger children 
Cannot get living wages"in the mill. 


Maiden lady, Irish, Catholic, about 40 


years old, no friends; wants any kind of 
work. 


Single girl, Catholic, Irish, boarding— 


no means of paying board; needs work 
badly and does anything. 


Widow. Irish, Catholic, does housework 
but has been out of work since last sum- 
mer; money is nearly spent and she has 
none for board. 


Three Protestant girls who have done 
table work, are not experienced In other 
work and can find none; cannot pay board; 
expects to have to leave any day. One girl 
turned out of boarding house at night, no 
place to go. 


Girl 19 years old, no parents, is out of 


work five weeks; does housework; very 
needy. 


American girl, no home; ministry-at-

pledges. 


The labor bureaus are over-run with ap- 


plicants for assistance as welt as ihe em- 
ployment offices." 
He then submitted the following recom- 


mendations: 


Whereas the fact* already collected seem to In-

That we establish an agency for 
relief to become the aervunt. of the Church 
league in miiitatcrlni; to the poor of the city.

HAWAII 


Dole Recognized as Head 


of Government. 


REPORT OF MR. tiRESHAM ON 


THE MATTER. 


May Have Been Given Out to Test 


Public Feeling. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.-The state de- 


partment yesterday received a communi- 
cation from. Honolulu telegraphed from 
San Fjwncvaco. It arrived by the steamer 
China. It is written in tbe navy depart- 
ment cipher. Experts were set to work 
upon the dispatch and Secretary Gresbam 
took a cepy out to Woodley for a con- 
ference over the matter with President 
Cleveland. Nothing was given out from 
the state department as to the substance 
of the diajHitch. 


W. P. Hastings, secretary of the Ha- 


waiian legation, was shown the dispatch 
from San Francisco containing the news 
that Minister Willis had arrived in Hono- 
lulu and was about to present bis creden- 
tials to President Dole. This news was 
obviously a great relief to the mind of the 
members of the legation. They declined 
to talk about tbe matter, as usual, but the 
satisfaction expressed at the presentation 
by Minister "Willis of his credentials to 
President Dole suggested tbat they might 
have feared that the minister would be 
found to have been accredited to tbe queen. 


Hawaiian*' Hopes Railed. ' 


The plan ot the Hawaiian representa- 


tives evidently is to stand riffidly up for 
tbe rights they have secured by the recog- 
nition of their government. 
Minister 


Thnrston touched the marrow of their 
hopes when he sal 1 that any attempt to 
overturn the present; government by a 
foreign power would be an act of war. An 
act of war requires the consent or declara- 
tion of congress. 


Congress will undoubtedly take up the 


subject ot Hawaii In some way inline • 
dmtely upon assembling iu December. The 
tight, it is said, will be made on the ad- 
ministration policy on this line—tbat it 
has declared war without the consent of 
congress, and has therein done an unlaw- 
ful act. 
What effect it would have on 


this proposed policy If the present govern- 
ment should peaceably yield to tbe per- 
suasions of the Americans is also dis- 
cu^ed. The question involved ia whether 
so peaceable a resistance could be regarded 
as an act of war. It ia argued it would be 
an-act of aggression on a sovereign power 
none the less because the power peacefully 
yielded to the threats of so overwhelm- 
irigly superior a force.

It still remains »n unanswerable prob- 


lem to those of diplomatic experience how 
tbe American minister accredited to the 
Hawaiian 
government 
can, 
immedi- 


ately 
upon 
presenting 
his 
creden- 


tials, set about to destroy tbat govern- 
ment. This gives rise to many nurmlsgs 
such as that the real policy to be pursued 
by the state department has not hitherto 
been announced at all, but tbat Secretary 
Greshuna's report .to the president was 
simply designed to give opportunity to 
read the public sentiment on tbe subject. 


It ia not at all probable that it is true, 


but it shows that tbe policy of Gresham ia 
considered so entirely extraordinary that 
incredulity and speculations cluster about 
it. There is H surmise that the resti ra- 
tion of the queen to the throne may not be 
followed by the entire withdrawal yf tbe 
influence of the United States, but that, 
with the work of the last administration. 
once undone, a protectorate may be estab- 
lished over the monarchy. 


One clear and certain result of the pres- 


ent incidtmt would seem to be that annexa- 
tion will never be profferred to the United 
States by the Hawaiiana again. If there 
ia ever to be annexation the movement 
will originate in this country. 


Minister Tbumton at Washing-ton. 


L. A. Thurston, the minister of the 


present 'government of Hawaii to the 
United States, returned to this city last 
night. He left this city gome weeks ago 
to take charge of the Hawaiian exhibit at 
the World's fair. 


Mr. Thuroton was asked what course he 


proposed to pursue in view of the situa- 
tion his government ia placed In by the 
deolation of the administration policy. He 
replied that he had not perfected his plans 
as yeb. He thought he would be in Wash- 
ington for several days at least, but inti- 
mated that his duties might call him away 
at any time. 


Mr. Thurston has been a prominent 


leader ia what is known as the reform 
movement which has been in progress in 
the Hawaiian Islands tor a number of 
years past. He is one of tbe most influen- 
tial of those who secured the reformed 
constitution from King Kalakua in 1887. 
He is a natural orator, and the recent 
revolution in tbe islands was due in no 
small part to his efforts. 


His father and mother were born in the 


Islands arid were children of the early 
missionaries who went out in sailing 
Vessels from New England around Cape 
Horn. He, also, was born in. the islands, 
and after beiag educated In the United 
States studied la wand commenced prac 
tice in Honolulu. 


Coniul Wilder'* Opinion. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. H.—At the Ha- 


waiian consulate in this city no word was 
received which would throw further light 
/on the situation at the islands. Consul 
Wilder stated tbat in ease the administra- 
tion should ask the provisional govern- 
ment to step down and out, the request 
would not be granted; but in ease that 
force should be threatened tbe provisional 
government ceuld have but one course to 
pursue; resistance 'to the power of the 
United States would be useless, but it 
would protest with all its moral force 
against such a highhanded outrage. 
Should the United States protectorate of 
the monarchy be withdrawn, that mon- 
archy would net last a day. ^Unquestion- 
ably, the next revolution would not be as 
peaceable as the last and tbe meaarohy 
would surely be overthrown one* aad for 
•11.

It bas been a difficult task to obtain 
these lists for prosecution, as each member 
subscribes on solemn oath not to divulgs 
hib own connection with the order or the 
name ot any fellow member. If it is pos- 
sible tbe graver crime of treason against 
tbe state will be proved, which offense is 
punishable by 10 years' imprisonment.

A SWINDLER 


Victimizes Many In Boston 


and Lynn, 


PEOPLE CASHED MANY CHECKS 


FOR HIM 


And Found That His Paper Was 


Worthless. 


BOSTON, Nov. 14.—There are ft large 


number of people iu this city and Lynn 
besides the police who would like to learn 
the present whereabouts of a young man 
who it little while 
ago 
successfully 


swindled them out of large sums of money. 
This young man's right name ia Talbot D. 
Gadd, but he was better known iu this 
city as Ira MeBrlde, for it was under that 
name that he paased here. 
Fora year and a half he worked for 


Superintendent Burgher of the Watkini 
Automatic Fire Alarm and Extinguisher 
company, in the capacity of special agent. 
While there he was an especially good 
employe, and it is said brought a good 
deal of business Into the concern. Me- 
Bride always dressed well and went in the 
vary best of society. 
He is about 38 or 30 


years of age. He made friends with every- 
body, aud until he hastily left the city an 
enemy of his would have been hard to 
find. But within a week after his depart- 
ure there were dozens looking for his 
scalp. 


He always made his lodgings at the 


Grand hotel on Columbus avenue, and 
there used to entertain his friends iu a 
most lavish manner. 
He was a great 


lover of wine, and this, together with a 
certain woman he adored, are thought to 
have caused hit) downfall, although there 
is but little doubt but that he has swindled 
people in a like manner in other cities, 
and this is looked upon, aa the reason for 
his going uuder an assumed name. 


A Grand Swoop. 


When be came to Boston about two 


years ago he was practically a stranger to 
this city, for kite home 1* in the far west. 
With him, however, he brought several 
recommendations of a most complimentary 
nature, and he had but little trouble iu 
getting a position from Superintendent 
Burgher. 
Everything went along well 


until shortly before his departure from 
Boston, and r.hea he "worked" his friends 
and acquaintances, securing to. different 
sums betore he left money amounting to 
$3000 to 94000. 


Shortly before his departure from Bos- 


ton, say five or six weeks, there appeared 
on the scene a woman who claimed to be 
his wife, and who was formerly an actress 
connected with the McCaull Opera com- 
pany. She lived with him at the hotel 
untiling disappearance. Sbe la now known 
to be in New York. 


Soon after he came to Boston he made 


the acquaintance of a young man on Boyl- 
stou street, and (be 1 tier became greatly 
interested in McBride, and for so mi 
time "chummed" with him. 
Often Mc- 


Bride would ask the young tnau to dis- 
count paper and cash cheeks for him, 
which he would do. He always found 
them good until the fellow left town, and 
then he discovered that he cashed paper 
for him to the extent of about ISQO wliich 
was absolutely worthless. 


This is the fact in a great many eases, 


and among his victims are Superintendent 
Burgher of the automatic company, who 
endorsed a draft for $150 which was worth- 
less; W. H. liichardson & Co., gents' 
furnishers; Tailor Farrington; Proprietor 
Reynolds of the Hotel Grand; Jeweler 
Cohen; R. H. White & Co.; Loudeu & 
Wilson, tailors; Shoe Dealer Graham; 
Tailor ifreidman and many others. 


Took » Trip to Lynn.

Lynn and there swindled three firms on 
the representation that his employers had 
sent him to collect money, when, la reality 
ife bad no authority to do this.

O. Marshall he obtained 1899; Dearborn 
Bros., $100. aud from M. Butman he also 
secured quite a sum. Others are anxious 
to find him. 


When McBride went to Superintendent 


Burgher and told the latter that be had 
decided to go with his wife far a few daya 
to the White mountains there was no ob- 
jection offered and he started on bis sup- 
posed journey, but be never came back. 
It was not until some time afterward that 
the office discovered that he had left be- 
hind his badge and ether things belong- 
ing to the office, which first made them 
auspicious.

BALLOT NOMINATIONS, 


IT WAS SUCCESSFULLY TRIED IN 


LAWRENCE LAST WEEK. 


It is flnjnrestcd That (he Democrats of 


Lowell tl«« the game Procedure lit Or- 
der to Put Up the Very Strongest Alder- 
manlo Ticket. 


The absorbing topic in political circles, 


more especially In the democratic party,re- 
lative to the coming municipal contest, is 
how ih&ll the nominations for aldermen be 
made—by city committee or by conven- 
tion? 


Yesterday afternoon a SUN reporter met 
Capt. Dolan of Lawrence iu front of TUB 
SUN building, and in conversation with 
him learned much ot interest in regard to 
the experiment of the J,awrenca democ- 
cratic city committee, of which he is chair- 
man, in having alderman!e nominations 
made by means of the Australian ballot, 
with the compliance to the law by haying 
the city committee nominate officially the 
men who polled the highest vote in the 
election. 


The new system has been previously 


mentioned in THE SUN and according to 
all reports, newspaper and otherwise, it 
waa a grand success, and these reports are 
confirmed by Capt. Dolan in a most re- 
markable degree. 


He said in course of his conversation 
"The idea of the Australian ballot was 
adopted for the reason tbat the democratic 
city committee wanted to put the very 
strongest ticket in the field to ensure a vic- 
tory. The city is democratic, but still 
there is always that uncertainty about the 
city election which behooves *h,e demo- 
crats to put up the best 16 win without 
fall. Now our municipal election history 
for a couple of years has not been of the 
best, so this year It was proposed to make 
a change. I suggested the ballot as I bad 
done for two years previously,and although 
there was great objection to breaking away 
from the old plan, and although every- 
thing was done to prevent it, the new plan 
was put in practice and I think and can 
candidly say that never before after cau- 
cuses bas there been such satisfaction, 
harmony and quietness, and so united a 
promise 
to 
supuort 
the 
party 


candidates.

usually when 
the 
city 
committee 


made the nomination the men got on the 
ticket who bad the biggest pull in the com- 
mittee; thia is not always the way but gen- 
erally speaking the men f nominated were 
not the strongest to select. And then in 
the convention often times many of the 
delegates were pledged for a man on the 
hope that If such a man was elected he 
would pay back for the favors iu munici- 
pal patronage. A convention nominates a 
ticket and usually the men with the big- 
gest pull goes on it; it is very seldom that 
a ticket is made up completely with repre- 
sentative, thoroughly qualified men. Now 
I never saw the time, after either city com- 
mittee or convention nominations when 
everybody was satisfied. Usually there are 
candidates and their friends who talk and 
kick and threaten because they think the 
nominations were by "machine." This 
does not apply alone to Lawrence; in Bos- 
ton It will be the same way; the city com* 
inlttee will nominate, and McEUrick aud 
his friends will go to the worklngmen 
and say 
tbat 
the 
democratic ticket 
was of "machine" nomination. 
There 


were 
many 
candidates 
In Lawrence 


and each thought he was a sure winner if 
nominated. I had advocated the Australian 
ballot system as the most satisfactory, and 
so when it was put into practice everybody 
waited to see the result. 


"The caucuses came off, and every one 


was as quiet and orderly a meeting as a 
prayer meeting; why, it was something 
summing. No wire pulling, no pushing 
of ballots in your face, but simply the bal- 
lot which you marked in your booth was 
needed. 


"And today I don't think you can find a 


word of complaint In the whole city. And 
now every democrat will support the 
ticket. 
"In the caucus over 3000 votes were cast, 


and in Ward Three alone nearly SOU votes 
were given. The ticket selected is un- 
doubtedly the strongest the democrats have 
ever put up and it will be nominated by 
the city committee and will win. 


"To show how thoroughly representlve 
the aldermantc ticket is I will say—under- 
standing tbat I use the prefix simply in the 
way it is generally used to denote a person 
of blood ties and of race descent—that the 
ticket includes three Irish Americans, one 
French American, one Englishman and 
one Scotchman, thus representing every 
faction of the party.

Phi nous Pierce, president 
of the Continental bunk, presided, and, 
after dinner hud been disposed of, intro- 
duced Mr. Kckels an tbo guest and speaker 
of the afternoon. Mr. Knkels said: 


The commanding position which the 


banks of thla country occupy in our llnnn- 
Clal world cannot bi denied, nor tho im- 
portance of our banking instit utioiis over- 
estimated. Established upon n safe basis 
and honestly conducted upon conservative 
linos, they ait> the greatest of nil agencies 
for tho promotion of a people's prosperity, 
but stripped of HafrKuards or dishonestly 
manajfed, IhQ injury which they bring 
upon a p«;oplo is only limited by tho ex- 
tent of their opportunities. 


IlvilutlU to All. 


Tho an promt! futiction which they fill is 
the (li.strihution of the people's wcultl), BO 
as to make it u never-ending source ot 
benefit to ail. 


Take from thorn, without cau*o, sup- 


poit, and inevitably the- injury falls u[>un

lo cost $300,000 and accommodate from 
40UO to 5000 persons.

They 
were of the better class of wage earneis, 
I inquired among the leading industries 
of Lowell and was given a gieat deal oi 
infoimatiori which tended to show the 
spread of destitution ami suffering. 
In the 


ortlei of my inquiries the first mill owner 
said his null was running short Landed ou 
half time, and he 
ventured 
to

running full time tell deliberate, falsehoods. 
Second, the employes he is unable to fur- 
nish work for are sufferiug to a pinch. An- 
other, running full time, and lots of appli 
cants for work. The ne\t usually employed 
(JOO, now 300, lots of applicants, the num 
ber increasing largely the past two week?. 
Another said he had but six or eight ap- 
plicants daily but this was because it is 
generally kuown that no extra help is be- 
ing employed here. One mill has neatly 
1000 men about Its gates every day, but the 
speaker questioned the character of the 
men as a whole. 
Another who employs 


intelligent men is SOU short of full quota 
with lots of applicants. 
One was running 


41 short of full force and on three-quarters 
time, lots of applicants. Another one-hall 
to three-quarter full force, five days a 
week and sc€>res of applicants. Two others 
were running part force all the time, and 
one full force of 2100 all the time; all how- 
ever had lots of applicants. 


The evasive replies 1 received showed 


things to be worse than the mill men cared 
to admit. The conclusion i cached as based 
upon our iiivestlfialion is that the mills are 
only runnins on partial time with a partial 
force, and that great numbers are out of 
work and need assistance. 


I>e«tltute Women. 


Miss Mudge of Y. W. C. A. tells me that 


her experience with destitute and needy 
women shows that there is great suffering 
among them. They are unquestionably in 
a deplorable condition, and 1 (head to con- 
jecture the result if their condition is not 
soon improved. These are some of the in- 
dividual cases investigated by Miss Mudge. 


Young woman, 20 years of age, with ber 


mother dependent on her, earns but 22 
cents for a whole day's work. She is a 
worthy Christian girl and says it is impos- 
sible for her to live at this rate. 


A young gir! of 18 has a mother and 


three little brothers dependent on her. 
Gets only $3 per week and this only pays 
for rent/fuel, food, &c. Goes into mill at 
7.30 and gets out at 4 p. in. Does not earn 
enough to exist. 
Young girl in family of ten says the older 


boys have no work; all that comes iu is 
what the father earns. Anxious to get 
work to help out family. 


Young girl of family of t»n ; pays board 


for herself and three younger children. 
Cannot get living wages in the milt. 


Alaiden lady. Irish, Catholic, about 40 


years old, no friends; wants any kind of 
work. 


Single girl, Catholic, Irish, boarding — 


no means of paying board; needs work 
badly and does anything. 


Widow, Irish, Catholic, does housework 


but has been out of work since last sum- 
mer; money is nearly spent and sue ..has 
none for board.

HAWAII 


Dole Recognized as Head 


of •Government. 


REPORT OF MR. ORES HAM ON 


THE MATTER. 


May Have Been Given Out to Test 


Public Feeling1. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.-The state de- 


partment yesterday received a communi- 
cation from Honolulu telegraphed from 
Sau Francisco. It arrived by the steamer 
China. It is written in the navy depart- 
ment cipher. Experts were set to work 
upon the dispatch and Secretary Gresham 
took a copy out to Woodloy for a con- 
ference over the matter with President 
Clevelnnd. Nothing was given out; from 
the state department as to the substance 
of the dispatch. 


W. P. Hastings, secretary of the Ha- 


wailan legation,* was shown the dispatch 
fiom ^an Francisco containing the news 
that Minister Willis had arrived in Hono- 
lulu and wns about to present his creden- 
tials to President Dole. This news wag 
obviously a great relief to the mind of the 
membci's of the legation. They declined 
to talk about the matter, as usual, but tho 
satisfaction expressed at the presentation 
by Minister Willis of his credentials to 
Pres dent Dole sujzseHted that they might 
bave fe<ired that the minister would ba 
found to have been accredited to the queen. 


Hnwnllniis' Hopes Bulged. 


The plan of the Hawaiian representa- 


tives evidently is to stand rigidly up for 
the rights they have secured by the recog- 
nition of their 
government. 
Minister 


Thurston touched the marrow of their 
hopes when he sal 1 that any attempt to 
overturn the present government by a 
foreign power would be an act of war. An 
act of war requires the consent or declara- 
tion of congress. 


Congress will undoubtedly take up the 


subject of Hawaii in some way imme- 
diately upon assembling in December. The 
fl^ht, it is said, will be made on the ad- 
ministration policy on this line—that it 
has declared war withovvt tne consent of 
congress, and has therein done an unlaw- 
ful act. What effect it would have on 
this proposed policy if the present govern- 
ment should peaceably yield to the per- 
suasions of the Americans is also dis- 
eased. The question involved is whether 
so peaceable a resistance could be regarded 
as an net of war. It Is argued it would be 
an act of aggression on a sovereign power 
none, the less because the power peacefully 
yielded to the threats of so overwhelm- 
ingly superior a force.

It still remains an uimnsweiable prob- 


lem to tnose of diplomatic experience how 
the American minister accredited to the 
Hawaiian 
government 
can, immedi- 


ately 
upon 
presenting 
his

tials, set about to destroy that govern- 
ment. This gives rise to many surmises 
such OB that the real policy to bu pursued 
by the state depaitment has not hitherto 
been announced at all, but that Secretary 
Grenham's report to the president was 
simply designed to give opportunity to 
read the public sentiment on the subject. 
It is not at all probable that it is true, 


but it shows that the policy of Gresham is 
considered so entirely extraordinary that 
incredulity and speculations cluster about 
it. There is a surmise that the restora- 
tion of the queen to the throne may not be 
followed by the entire withdrawal of the 
influence of the United States, but that, 
with the work of the last administration 
once undone, a protectorate may be estab- 
lished over the monarchy. 


One clear and certain result of the pres- 


ent incident would seem to be that annexa- 
tion will never he profferred to the United 
fetates by the Ilawalians again. If there 
is ever to be annexation the movement 
will originate in this country. 


Minister Thurston at Wa*blngton. 


L. A. Thurston, the minister of the 


present government of Hawaii to the 
United States, returned to this city last 
night. He left this city some weeks ago 
to take charge of the Hawaiian exhibit at 
the World's fair, 


Mr. Thurston was asked what course he 


proposed to pursue in view of the situa- 
tion his government is placed in by the 
declation of the administration poiicy. He 
replied that he had not perfected his plans 
as yet. He thought he would be in Wash- 
ington for several days at least, but inti- 
matad that his duties might call him away 
at any time. 


Mr. Thurston has been a prominent 


leader in what is known as the reform 
movement which has been in progress in 
the Hawaiian Islands for a number of 
years past. He is one of the most influen- 
tial of those who secured the reformed 
constitution from King Kalakua in 18S7. 
He is a natural orator, and the recent 
revolution in the islands was due in no 
small part to his efforts. 


His father and mother were born in the 


Islands and were children of tbjt early 
missionaries who went 
out in sailing 


Vessels from New England around Cape 
Horn. He, also, was barn in the islands, 
and after being educated In the United 
States studied law and commenced prac 
tlce in Honolulu. 


Consul Wlld»r'a Opinion. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 14.—At the Ha- 


waiian consulate in this city no word was 
received which would throw further light 
on the situation at the islands. Consul 
Wilder stated that in case the administra- 
tion should ask the provisional govern- 
ment to step down and out, the request 
would not be granted; but in case thac 
force should be threatened the provisional 
government could have but one course to 
pursue; resistance to the power of thu 
Uui ed States would be useless, but is 
would protest with all ics moral force 
against euch a 
highhanded outrage.

uarkablo degree.

He said in course of his conversation 
'The idea of the Australian ballot was 
idopted for Hie reason that the democratic 
jity committee wanted to put the very 
strongest ticket in the field to ensure a vic- 
tory. The city is democratic, but still 
there is always that uncertainty about the 
city election which behooves the demo- 
crats to put up the best* to win without 
fail. Now our municipal election history 
for a couple of years has not, been of the 
best, so this year it was proposed to make 
a change. I suggested the ballot as 1 had 
done for two years previously,and although 
there was great objection to breaking away 
from the old plan, and although every- 
thing was done to prevent it, tbo n«w plan 
was put in practice and 1 think and can

And then in 
the convention often times many of the 
delegates were pledged for a man on the 
liope that if such a man was elected he 
would pay back for the favors iu munici- 
pal patronage. A convention nominates a 
ticket and usually the men wit!) the big- 
;est pull goes on it; it is very seldom that 
a ticket is made up completely with repre- 
sentative, thoroughly qualified men. Now 
I never saw Die tune, after either city com- 
mittee or convention nominations when 
everybody was satisfied. Usually there are 
candidates and their friends who talk and 
kick and threaten because they think tbe 
nominations were by "machine." This 
does nut apply alone to Lawrence; in Bos- 
ton it will be the same way; the city coin-

• W. P. Hastings, secretary of the Ha- 
waiian legation, was shown tha dispatch 
from San Francisco containing the news 
tbat Minister Willis hud arrived in Hono- 
lulu and was about to present bis creden- 
tials to President.

Thia news waa 
obviously a great relief to the mind of the 
members of the legation. They declined 
to Mile about tbe matter, as. usual, but tha 
satisfaction exprepsed ab the presentation 
by Minister Willis of his credentials to 
President Dole suggested that they might 
have feared that the minister would be 
found to have been accredited to tho queen. 


Hawaiian^1 Hopes TtaiseaV ' 


The plan of the Hawaiian representa-

Thni-ston touched the marrow of their 
hopes when he sni 1 that: any attempt -to 
overturn tbe' present government by a 
foreign cower would .ba an act o£ war. An 
flct of war requires the consent or declara- 
tion of congress. 


Congress will undoubtedly take up the 


subject ot Hawaii in. sume way imme- 
diately upon assemblinciu December. The 
fight, it is said, will ba made on this ad- 
ministration policy on. this line—tbat it 
hue declared war without tae consent of 
congress, and has therein done an unlaw- 
ful act. What effect it would have on 
this proposed policy if. the present govern- 
ment should peaceably yield to the pcr- 
auasiona of the- Americans is also dis- 
cussed. The question involved is whether 
60 peaceable a resistance could be regarded 
as an act of war. It is arguod it would be 
an-act of aggression oa a sovereign power 
none the less because the power peacefully 
yielded to the threats of so overwhelm- 
idgly superior a force. 


Greaham'a Policy a Pnzzler. 


It still remains an unanswerable prob- 


lem to those oE diplomatic experience how 
the American minister accredited to the 
Hawaiian 
government 
can, 
immedi- 


ately 
upon 
presenting 
his 
creden- 


tials, set about to destroy that govern- 
ment. This gives rise to many flurmiaea 
such, as that the real policy to be pursued 
by the state department has not hitherto 
been announced at all, but that Secretary 
Gresbam's report ,.to the president was 
simply; designed to give opportunity to 
read Che public sentiment oil the subject. 


It is not ab all probable that it is true, 


butitshows that the policy of Grsaham is 
considered ao entirely extraordinary that 
incredulity n.nd speculations cluster about 
it. There is a surmise thnc the restora- 
tion of the queen to the throne may not be 
followed by the entire withdrawal of tbe 
influence of the United States, but that, 
with1 the work of the last administration 
once undone, a protectorate may be estab- 
lished over the monarchy. 


One clear and certain result of the pres- 


ent inoiduut would seem to be that annexa- 
tion will never he profferretl to tha United 
Stales by tbe Huwaiians again. If there 
is ever to be annexation the movement 
will originate in this country. 


Rllnlfltor TliurHton at Wailiinffton. 


L. A. Thurston, tha minister of tha 


present 'government of Hawaii to the 
United States, returned to this city last 
night. He left this city some weeks ago 
to take charge of the Hawaiian exhibit at 
tbe World's fair. 


Mr. Thur.Bton was asked what course he 


proposed to pursue in view of the situa- 
tion his government ;3 placed In by the 
declatibn of the administration policy. He 
replied that he had not perfected his plans 
as yet. He thought he would be in. Wash- 
ington for several days at least, but inti- 
mated thftb his duties might call him away 
at any time. 


Mr. Thurston has been a prominent 


leader in what is known as the reEorm 
movement which has been in progress in 
tho Hawaiian Islands for a number oJ 
years past He is one of tbe mosb influen- 
tial of those who secured the reformed 
constitution from King Kalnkuain 1S87, 
He is a natural orator, and the recent 
revolution in tna islands was due in no 
email part to his efforts. .' 


His father and mother wera born in the 


[glands arid were children of the early 
missionaries who went out in sailing 
vessels from. New England around Cape 
Horn. He, also, waa burn in the islands, 
and after being educated In the United 
States studied law and common ced prac- 
tice in Honolulu. 


Consul Wllder'a Opinion. 


SAN FRASCIBOO, Nov. H.—At the Ha- 


waiian consulate in this city no word waa 
received which would throw further light 
,on the situation at the islands. Consul 
Wilder stated tbac in cose the administra- 
tion, should ask the provisional govern 
ment to step down and out, the .request 
would not be granted; but in case thai 
force should be threatened the provisional 
government could have bub one course to 
pursue; resistance 'to tha power of the 
United States would1 be useless, but it

until 5 o'clock this morning. 


The total loss will he 880,000, and the 


insurance is 810,000. . 


The origin of the fire is.uncertain. 
The building could accommodate 2000 


people and was located only a short dis- 
tance from the little church that was burn- 
cu at noon yesterday. 
The police think 


the fire was of inceudiary origin, but have 
no clue to the identity of the firebug. 


The church was the place of worship for 


the '10,000 French Canadians living in 
Flint villiage, and was to he supplanted hy 
a church now in process of construction, 
locost $300,000. and accommodate from 
4000 to 5000 persons.

will not be ready for occupancy for some 
mouths.

THE CHURCH JjEAGUJE. 


An Interesting Gathering and a Live- 


ly Debate. 


The Church League met in the board of 


trade rooms last evening. 


The purpose of the niceling was to re- 


ceive and act upon the report of tbc com- 
mittee which inquired into the condition 
of the needy; and also to act upon the sug. 
cestion tbat a central bureau of relief be 
formed. 


Tlic meeting was called to order by Pres. 


George A. Batehelder and liev. Dr. Sey- 
mour invoked divine blessing, liev. Mr, 
Merriam served as secretary pro tern, until 
Kev Mr. Tilton was unanimously elected. 
The latter not being present, 
llcv. Mr. 


Itaboleau was chosen secretary pro tarn. 


Kev. Mr. Johnson said he had received a 


call from Mrs. F. (J. Clarke of Boston svho 
represents a midnight mission for fallen 
women in Boston. She is here to visit 
Hie 
local 
clergy, 
and 
to 
try 


lo institute such a mission here. 
Mr. John- 


son suggested that the executive committee 
of the league consider the advisability of in- 
viting her to appear before the league as 
soon as other matters are disposed of. 


The president then read a letter 
from 


Kev. J. O. Campbell tendering his resigna- 
tion from the executive committee. 


The president then called for the report 


of the committee appointed to investigate 
the 
extent 
of 
destitution 
in 


Lowell, 
and 
Mr. 
Men-Jam, 
as 


chairman, submitted the following report: 


The day following the appointment of 


the committee, we placed a book in the 
Young Men's Christian association rooms 
(o receive names of applicants for work and 
relief. • The first day there were ten; the 
second day 00. We paid S3 to a young 
man recommended.by Secretary llarlow to 
keep '.he records, but unfortunately he dis- 
appeared, records and all, and has not yet 
returned, so i am unable to give the valtiy 
able information contained in that book. 
Only a few of all who solicited aid were 
what might be termined unworthy. They 
were of the better class ot wage earners. 
I inquired among the lending industries 
of Lowell and was given K. great deal of 
information which tended to show the 
spread of destitution and suffering. 
In the 


order of my inquiries the lirsl mill owner 
said his mill was running short handed ou 
half time, and he 
ventured 
to 
say 


that 
tbnse 
who 
claimed 
to 
be 


running full time tell deliberate falsehoods. 
Second, the employes he is unable to fur- 
nish work for are suffering to a pinch. An- 
other, running full time, and Jots of appli- 
cants for work. The next usually employed 
(iPO, now 300, lots of applicants, the num- 
ber increasing largely the past two weeks. 
Another said he had but six or eight ap- 
plicants daily but this was because it is 
generally kuown that no extra help is be- 
ing employed here. 
One mill has nearly 


1000 men about Us gates every clay, buttbc 
speaker questioned the character of the 
men as a whole. 
Another who employs 


intelligent men. is 300 short of full quota 
with lots of applicants. One was running 
41 short of full force aud on three-qnavlers 
time, lots of applicants. Another one-half 
to three-quarter full force, 
five days a 


week and scores of applicants. Two others 
ivere running part force all the time, and 
one full force of 2100 all the time; all how- 
ever had lots of applicants. 


Tbe evasive replies I received snowed 


things to be worse than the mill men cared 
lo admit. The conclusion reached as based 
upon our investigation is that the mills are 
only running on partial time with a partial 
force, aud that great numbers are out of 
work and need assistance. 


Destitute Woniun. 


J[iss Mudge of Y. W. C. A. tells me tbat 


her experience with destitute and needy 
women shows that there is great suffering 
among them. 
They are unquestionably in 


a deplorable condition, and I dread to con- 
jecture the result if their condition is not 
soon improved. These are some of the in- 
dividual cases investigated by Miss Mudge. 


Young woman, 20 years of age, with her 


mother'dependent on her, earns but 22 
cents for a whole day's work. 
She is a 


worthy Christian girl and says it is impos- 
sible for her to live at this rate. 


A young girl of IS has a mother and 


three little brothers dependent on her. 
Gets only S3 per week and this only pays 
for rent, fuel, food, &c. Goes into mill at 
7.30 and gets out at 4 p. m. Does r ot earn 
enough to exist. 


Youngcirl in family ot ten says the older 


boys have no work; all that comes in is 
what the father earns. Anxious to get 
work to-help otit-family. 


Young girl of family of ten; pays board 


for herself and three younger children. 
Cannot get living wages in the mill. 


Maiden lady, Irish, Catholic, about 40 


years old, no friends; wants any kind of 
•work. 


Single girl, Catholic, Irish, boarding— 


no means of paying board; ueeds work 
badly and does anything. 


Widow, Irish, Catholic, does housework 


but has been out of work since last sum- 
mer; money is nearly spent and she-has 
none for board. 


Three Protestant girls who have done 


table work, are i«>t experienced in other 
work and can find none; cannot pay board; 
expects to have to leave any day. One girl 
turned out of boarding house at night, no 
place to go.

It is argued it would be 
an act at aggression on a sovereign power 
none bhe less because the power peacefully 
yielded Lo the threats of so overwhelm- 
ingly superior a force.

It is not at all orobable that it ia true, 


but itshotvs that the policy of Gresbam is 
considered sn entirely extraordinary that 
incredulity and speculations cluster about 
it. There is a surmise tbat the restora- 
tion of the queen to tbe throne may not be 
followed by the entire withdrawal uf the 
influence of tbeTJuited States, but tbat, 
with the work of tbe last administration 
once undone, a. protsctoi-EUB may be estab- 
lished over the monarchy. 


One clear and certain result oC the pres- 


ent incident would seem to be tbat annexa- 
tion will never be protferred to the United 
States by the Hawaiians again. If there 
is ever to be annexation the movement 
will originate in this country. 


Minister Tliurstoii at Wasiilntrton. 


L. A. Tliurston, the minister of tha 


present i^overnmeDt of Hawaii to the 
"United States, returned to this city last 
night. He left this city some weeks ago 
to take charge of the Hawaiian exhibit at

He tliouarht be would be in Wash- 
ington for several daj's at least, hut inti- 
mated tbat bis duties migbt call him away 
at any time. 


Mr. Thurston has been a prominent

He is one of the most influen- 
tial of those who secured the reformed 
constitution from Kiue Kalakuain 18S7.

He made friends with every- 
body, aud until he hastily left tha city UQ 
enemy of his would have been hard to 
find. But within a. wook nftor his depart- 
ure there wore dozens looking for his 
Ecalp. 


He always made his lodgings ot the 


Grand hotel on Columbus avenue, and 
there used to entertain bis friends in u 
most lavish manner. Ho wns a great 
lover of wine, and this, together1 with a 
certain woman he adored, are thought to 
havo caused hia downfall, although there 
is but little doubt but thatho has swindled 
people in a like manner in. other cities, 
and this is looked upon as tho reason for 
his going uader an ossume'd name.
